Greetings, 

Curiosity got the best of me and I just had to know whether the phasing 
network used in the 100V actually supported 50 dB suppression of the 
unwanted sideband as claimed by CE. Using an old circuit analysis program 


called Micro-cap II, I ran some simulations of the 100V phasing network. 


The answer, according to the analysis, is a qualified "Yes". The 100V does 


support 50 dB unwanted sideband suppression over the audio band from 
500-3000 Hz, if constructed with zero tolerance components and tweaked to 
perfection. It could even be argued (statistically) that it has somewhere 
around 3 to 5 dB of margin. 


Although Micro-cap II is limited in its ability to perform tolerance 
analyses, I managed to assess a "reasonable" worst-case stack-up of 
tolerances which turns out to yield about 40 dB of unwanted sideband 
suppression. 


Without going into the details of the analysis and the frustrating 
limitations of Micro-cap II (which would bore most list readers), my gut 
feeling is that "worst-case" in this instance means less than a 1 percent 
probability. Realistically, if CE actually bridged all the the phase-shift 
network components to within 0.1%, it would seem reasonable to expect 
between 45 dB and 50 dB of overall suppression across the audio band when 
tweaked to perfection. A very few lucky souls might actually achieve close 
to 50 dB overall. 


Of course, since some compromise adjustment will probably be needed between 
USB and LSB, subtract a few more dB from the achievable suppression and most 
owners would probably get between 40 and 45 dB suppression with a factory 
fresh phase-shift network. Of course, if tweaked at a single frequency, 
such as 1000 Hz, 50 dB of suppression should be easily attainable. 


The analysis results were interesting (to me) in several respects. I found 
that the 100V phase-shift network had significant inherent offset bias in 
both gain and phase between the two audio channels. The gain offset bias 
was about 0.1 percent and the phase offset bias was just under 0.1 degrees. 
Partially because of these offsets, I had to "process" the data from 
Micro-cap II in a spreadsheet and subtract the offsets out, thus simulating 
the phase and gain balance adjustments contained in the 100V. It also 
struck me as interesting that with "ideal" circuit elements the gain 
differential between channels supported about 70 dB suppression, whereas the 
phase differential limited the system to just better than 50 dB. However, 
the worst case analysis showed very little difference between gain and phase 
errors, frequently the gain differential limited the system to about 40 dB 
of unwanted sideband suppression. 


As for the 100V... No, it's not on the air, yet. I had it nearly all put 
back together and had hoped to get it on the air over the weekend, but... 
Something in it gave up the ghost between Friday night and Saturday morning 
when I turned it on again. Apparently, it suffers from infant mortality 
syndrome (if I may use that term in an unorthodox manner). Being frustrated 
with it at that point, I opted to let it just sit on the bench for a while. 
Maybe after Thanksgiving...

Same socket but 
physically much larger plus a 12V filament. 


An interesting conversion possibility is the Svetlana 8650 Tetrode (Also 
Eimac). 


The Svetlana socket would adapt and the tube is also conduction cooled so 
can still bolt to the heatsink. 


The 8873 grid ring assy and feed thru caps could be reused as screen 
parts. Dimensions are identical. 


The screen voltage could be dropped from B+ thru some resistors and 
Zeners. A bias supply is a snap from RS parts, etc. 


A bunch of socket rewiring and you can still use the original input load. 


Downside is only about 300-400W out and drive will probably be under 20W. 
The Pi-net would probably need some minor coil expansion on 10M due to 
the higher output C....no big deal. 


Another "ham" option is to find a cheap 8874 commercial pull and hacksaw 
part of the plate to conform to the 8873!!! Kind of crazy but if you can 
get the tube right it might be worth a try. A small muffin fan on the 
heatsink and/or on top of the cabinet would help. Electrically its 
identical to the 8873.

The best way to eliminate 60 cycle hum in BC-348s with an internal AC 
power supply and to forestall the need for more modifications (and, 
incidentally, to remove some internal heat), is to use an external power 
supply. 


This power supply could be made to provide DC for the filaments as well 
as the necessary B+. In addition, it could be built into a speaker box 
containing a matching audio transformer and a pilot light (the 348 is 
kinda short on "glow" anyway).

I'll try that next time. But zeners are a bit 
different from neons. Neons fire at the same d.c. 
potential either way. Zeners are a regular diode 
one way. That's why you often seen a regular 
diode in series with a zener, to prevent regular 
current flow, allowing only zener action. But in 
the scope that's probably not a problem. 


A more serious problem might be that the neon has 
a higher firing than running voltage; giving a 
hysteresis, or trigger-like action. I don't know 
if that's important in the HP120B scope triggering 
circuit. Could be. 


4. YY wrote: 


>>>>>>>>>> Later HP manuals also give vendor 
numbers (Federal coding) and vendor 

part numbers.

Hi BAers-- 


I'm new to the BA list, so I thought I'd introduce myself. My name is 
Barry Entlich. I'm an ex-ham (formerly WB2ADX, back in the early 1960's). 
I found the BA list while researching some problems I'm having with 
one of my firebottle receivers (more about that soon). 


I didn't realize I'd become a BA collector, until I took 
"inventory" today. I realized that I own several tube-type 
receivers which cover the HF bands to a greater or lesser extent. 
There's a Collins 513-4, Marconi CR.150/3, Hallicrafters SX-117, 
and a Zenith Trans-Oceanic G500. 


The SX-117 (serial # 117001 BOQ8017, I think) was given to me a while 
back. It was in somewhat rough shape, cosmetically and otherwise. 
For now, it's the "otherwise" I'm concerned with :-) . I gota 
photocopy of the Hallicrafters "Operating and Service Instructions". 


After replacing a few weak tubes, and a couple of off-value resistors, 
the receiver started showing some promise. After aligning the IFs, 
preselector, oscillators, 6.4 MHz trap, etc., performance on the 

80M band isn't too bad (subjectively, anyway) . 


The problems I'm experiencing in particular are an apparent lack of 
sensitivity on 40M and above, and a rather stingy S-meter (noticable 
even on 80M). Unfortunately, my RF generator for HF doesn't have a 
calibrated attenuator, and I can't quantify the sensitivity. There's 
also excessive (IMHO) pickup of signals in the 6.0-6.5 MHz range 
when tuned to 40M. So, I'd like to ask the group: 


1) Does anyone know of a particular problem affecting some SX-117s, 
resulting in lowered sensitivity and/or low S-meter readings on the 
higher frequencies? 


2) Relating to the meter, what is the correct mechanical "zero" 
(pointer resting position with power off)? 


3) Which position (knob turned fully clockwise, or counter-clockwise) 
is "OFF" for the notch filter? (Both the knob and stop setscrews are 
loose on this one.) 


4) Any suggestions on dealing with the 49M shortwave getting into the 
tunable IF? (The 6.4 MHz trap *is* properly nulled). 


Please don't be afraid to mention xanything*x you think might be relevant. 
I may have missed the obvious. Also, don't be reluctant to go into 
technical detail; I've got a degree in E.E., and owned a consumer 
electronics service business for many years. In fact, if any of you 

have questions concerning older (or even newer) McIntosh, Marantz, 

H. H. Scott, Fisher, et al, products, try me. I'll be glad to help 

if I can. 


By the way, if there is a FAQ dedicated to Hallicrafters products, 
please direct me to it. 


Thanks in advance for any help, and for having the patience to read 
this far.

National used a lot of Sangamo capacitors in that era. These are those 
Black Beautys with color bands. Those capacitors are plain old paper ina 


plastic case and started going bad in about 10 years from new. They are 
everywhere and were used for most .Q01Mf and larger 

applications..... including inside various IF and BFO cans. I dont 
remember specific radios, etc. 


Anytime we got any of that era radio in for service it became policy to 
do a 100% replacement of any Sangamo and eventually after a few years any 
other brand of paper capacitor. I adhere to that policy today since I do 
a lot of antique auto radio work. Replace the caps and THEN look for 
problems! 


Disc ceramics, Mylars and similar 100V-600V make life a lot easier...I 
dont know how fanatic you guys are in "restorations" about original 
components. I also play with antique autos so know the distance some 
people go for authenticity. Personally I prefer to drive it, not trailer 
it to a show...same holds true here with radios. 


The early axial lead carbon resistors (not the earlier radial lead) can 
increase value dramatically. Im guessing that it has to do with moisture 
since I have many brand new ones that are as much as 4-5 times original 
value and they are still in original packages. I use the standard 
Mil-Spec Allen-Bradley style carbon comps for repair. Not always original 
but close enough for me.

For some reason, my previous post about the Nebraska auction got 
screwed up with a bunch of garbage from several other e-mails 
included. My "sent mail" copy was clean, so don't know what 
happened - here it is again - sorry for the bandwidth: 


Were any BA list members at the big radio auction in David City, 
Nebraska Sunday? 


It was a 500 mile trip for me, but since my folks are 25 miles away, 

I just had to go. It was billed as "ham radio, broadcasting, public 
address, plastic and wood case radios, BC-610, Viking, homebrew 
transmitters, many parts, etc"...the estate of Jacob Thomas, a longtime 
ham, TV service shop owner, and WOGLS (previously W9GLS, he was 

first licensed when Nebraska was part of the 9th call district) 


Walking into the David City auditorium was like walking into a 

1940 Allied catalog. I counted 55 eight-foot long banquet tables 
covered with every kind of BA part imaginable! I go to a lot of 
hamfests in the Chicagoland area, and I've never seen anything like 
this! Here is a mini-summary of what was there, and a few prices: 


BC-610 - pieces and parts only. $4 for the power supply chassis 
and about the same for the modulator chassis (what was left 
of it). RF deck must have been scavanged... a couple of sets 
of coils/tuning units brought $10-20 total 
Homebrew transmitters - one with a built-in VF-1 went for $8, one 
built around a Globe King RF deck went for a little more 
SX-28 with wrong Halli. speaker - $180 
S-19 Sky Buddy - $35 S-41G and S-38B went $25 each 
Johnson Viking 500 RF Deck only - $67.50. Followed me home. 
Johnson Courier Linear - $20.00! Yes, I feel bad about it, but it 
wanted to be with its big brother. 
(the Bad News: Neither have cabinets. And there's the matter of 
the missing power supply/modulator for the 500...anyone got a spare?) 
Keys: J-36 Lionel bug $150, J-38 new in box (!) $35, J-37 with leg 
strap $40 
Mikes: Misc. chrome ham-type mics like EV-630 went in the $30 range, 
I was more interested in the vintage broadcast mics which 
sold for .... way more than I planned to spend! But hoe many 
chances does a guy have to buy a Western Electric 'ring' mic? 
Speakers: Jensen 12" and 15" will be making good BA music at my QTH! 
Hammarlund HQ-180, very nice shape $250 
Military stuff like phantom antenna, dynamotors (very large!) and so 
on, most went for typical hamfest prices. A dozen or so command sets, 
mostly hammified went for $3 apiece for the better ones and $1 for what 
was left. Mil mics/headphones for a buck or two. Lots of "unknown" 
items 
to me, but quickly snapped up by the mil collectors. 


With "only" a car, a pickup, and a flatbed trailer available, I 
xreallyx had to watch my purchases when the parts and paper was sold: 


Lots of old QST, CQ, Radio, etc. sold for $12-20 for a big boxful. I 
sure love that smell! Got QSTs from 1930's and some '20s which I will 
ration out for wintertime reading...One box of old paper brought $45, it 


contained an old Collins catalog and personal letters signed by Art. W.! 


Tubes: 6 eight-foot tables of receiving tubes, about half of which were 
pulls or used, the other half new in box. When is the last time you've 
seen 01A's, 6E5's, or 2A3s NIB? I spotted one box of 25L6s, 100pcs. 
NIB. 

Just think what AES would have done if they'd sent a buyer to this sale. 
Another pair of tables held transmitting tubes. Out of respect for 

the members of this list, I won't go into details, but suffice it to 

say that there was at least "one of everything" from Taylor, Eimac, RCA. 


TONS, and I'm not exaggerating here - of transformers and chokes of all 
kinds. How about Thoradson CHT series, NEW in original packing crate, 
including Railway Express sticker? MultiMatch mod xfmr? Pick from 
several. Now you know what was holding the flatbed trailer down on the 
way home! At least 40' of tables, plus floor underneath. TONS! 


Miniductor stock, a big box of National dials, flex shafts, hardware, 
all was to be found. There should be some big signals from the 
Nebraska-Iowa-Missouri area if even a fraction of this stuff gets put 
on the air! It was truly mind-boggling to see all this stuff and the 
great thing was that there was truly something for everyone. The 
vintage radio guys drooled all over the Emerson Patriot that was sold 
for (only) $200 and cathedrals/tombstones ran from $10 to $80. The 
auctioneers, who did a very good job considering they didn't know much 
about what they were selling. They said this was the largest auction 
they'd handled, taking 7 solid hours to get thru it all.

Yes, you can get a mint 75A4 with full house of filters for what's 
being asked for that non-checked-out SX-88.... 


Someone at a hamfest was selling manual reprints. I bought several 
I needed, plus an SX-88 just to see what the fuss was about. 


After playing with my SX-100 (a very fine set) and reading the manual, 
I can see why the 88 is a desirable rx. 


Imagine the SP-600 with calibrated bandspread dials and the selectivity 
options of the HQ-170/180. Yep, the 88 deserves to be compared to 
Hammarlund's finest, at least on paper. It breaks up the 540KC-30MC 
range into 6 bands (like the good Hammars). Six pilot bulbs light up 
to show what band you're on, like an SX-62A. Oops, check that, the 
moving light is done by a shadow-mask disk like on a good old Philco 

of the mid '30s -- anyway, it must look pretty good and helps you keep 
the 6 bands straight. 


The 88 has two RF stages xplus* dual conversion (I could be wrong on the dual, 
but I think not) and I think P-P output. Product detector and selectable 
sideband, 

also going from memory. In shrot, everything you could want today, except 
really precise dial readout of frequency as found on COllins and Drake gear. 


Probably the first rx to offer all these features. I consider the SX-100 to be 
the 88's little brother, and I am very impressed with the 100. Its guts 

really fill up the cabinet (unlike the vast open spaces above the chassis 

in the HQ-180 or 75A4), and I expect the 88 is similar. The 100 is 

really "hot" and the 88 should be even more so (maybe to the point of overloading 
a lot on the lower bands with those two RFs). 


Actually, I think the 88 switches out one RF stage on the lower bands, 
just as I've been saying the SP-600 should have. It's really a thoroughly 
designed receiver. 


I've been looking for one and willing to pay 75A4 prices, but I think $1400 
is pusying it for a radio that hasn't been plugged in and seems to need some 
parts of the tuning mech put back together. Meanwhile I'd settle for 

a restorable GPR-90, any takers? (The GPR-90 is waht I think of as an SP-600 
with bandspread. Didn't Pasquale come from Hammarlund anyway?) . 


I've never seen a "live" SX-88, and can understand the jokes about charging 
admission to a tent just to see one. Given that Collins made thousands of 
75A4s, the relative rarity is understandable. 


Probably could be said that the SX-88 is the finest rx of its type 
(dual dial, general converage with band-set and bandspread dials, 

dual conversion with tunable HFO). And it doesn't look too bad either, 
not quite as flashy as its little brother SX-100. 


FWIW, I got my SX-100 aligned, cleaned, and partially recapped, for $125!

I 
just received a Breting 14 from a gent in So Cal that is full of mods. He 
and I spent nearly an hour on the phone with him looking at the bottom of 
the chassis, describing it. I asked if there were any obvious mods like 
extra caps or resistors, and the reply was "not that I can see." When I 
received the receiver, the following were noted: 


1. an extra tube socket (black bakelite octal) _under_ the chassis (no 
tube), with a grid cap connected to an extra phone jack on the side apron 
next to the headphone jack. 


2. The cabinet has been cut away to allow the extra phone jack to be accessible. 


3. At least five new caps have been added under the chassis, a couple of 
which are held in place with harness lacing. Likewise, several resistors 
have been added, merely by tacking their wires together on one end and 
suspending them from tube socket pins by the other ends. 


Other than the cabinet mod, the cosmetic condx was as-described, and, if I 
can figure out what the 15th tube in a 14 tube set does, I'll probably have 
a pretty nice example of this fine receiver.

YES! I agree and disagree. 

If you are offering something at a high price, unless it is totally a 
collector's item, it just will not sell if the description is not 
sufficient. 


Whenever I buy something I presume that it does not work if it has not 
been tested. I also figure that it will not necessarily work to my 
standards when it has been tested. 


There is not much to testing a simple receiver with builtin speaker and 
power supply. As you vary from that to one that has no speaker and no 
power supply and maybe plug in coils the time involved becomes material. 


Transmitters and transceivers take much greater time to check out. When 
you are selling them for $50 to $150 I think one should consider the time 
required to check them out. 


As for myself, since February I have sold many boatanchor items as 
untested. I bought over 550 pices of gear from one guy. I calculated 
that it would take about 3 months of 8 hour workdays to check it all. 
But, as time went by, I have checked out the more valuable items. 


Furthermore, when you buy at a swap meet or from an estate you rarely 
have any real assurance of working. In addition this is the boatanchor 
bunch. Most of us have experience in reparing and are not afraid of it. 
We buy, expecting to work on the gear. That is part of our hobby. We 
are not dealing with $5000 sand state gear which looses its warranty if 
we open the case. 


Finally, the comment about buying a car. If you buy a used car you test 
it yourself. If you buy a new car you don't even get to do that before 


you have signed your life and first born away. 


Please understand, that when expensive late model gear is offered, 
(stuff that you expect to work and be usable) I certainly agree I want a 
representation of its functioning. Still, I must remember that such 
representations are a value call to some degree. On the other hand I am 
negotiating for an old, old WRL transmitter, and I had not thought 

until just now to even ask if it worked. 


If I did not "respond ... to such offers" (untested gear) I would have 
missed some great stuff.
